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St. Mary the Virgin, Aldermanbury, is one of the 
churches designed by Sir Christopher Wren after the 
destruction of the original building by the Great Fire. It 
was built in 1675, and one of the bells in the tower bears 
that date. Judge Jefferies is buried within its walls, ami 
here Milton married his second wife. The living is remark¬ 
able as being < me of the few churches, the disj><>sal')( whose 
ministry lies in the hands of the parishioners. ^ 
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
